SeaWorld Orlando rescues more endangered manatees than any other animal centre in the world. 
Gary Loach follows two of these incredible creatures before their release back into the ocean 


In 2003, SeaWorld Orlando rescued 33 manatees from 
Florida's Atlantic coastline — releasing eight of them back 
into the wild. These huge mammals look like a cross 
between a whale and a dolphin but their closest living 
relative is actually the elephant. Though they are 
tropical, warm-water mammals, they have no natural 
predators. Most injuries suffered by manatees are caused 
by motorboats and fishing nets. Rehabilitation can take 
years and many of the animals sadly don't make it. 
Before preparing to release two of the manatees back 
into the Atlantic, we are given the chance to feed them 
breakfast. Fortunately, we don't have to get down into 
the murky water as they are lifted upwards on a 
platform that rises from the pool. Their skin feels like a 
rubbery tarpaulin, and you have to be careful where you 
walk because their tail fins are strong enough to send 
you flying. The huge manatees, which can weigh up to 
1.5 tonnes, eat greens that float in the water - munching 
up to 50kg a day. Orphaned babies are bottle-fed with 
gruel made up of blended greens. 

The two manatees that are to be returned to the water 


lifts the animal from the water and onto the ground. 
While everyone works hard to keep the manatee still, it 
is freeze branded so that it can be tracked in the wild, to 
ensure it is feeding properly. Then the crane lifts each of 
the manatees into the back of the Animal Rescue Unit – 
a specially equipped van with a foam floor and large 
water bottles to keep everything wet. Manatees can 
survive for several hours out of the water but they're 
more comfortable when they are kept damp. 

After a two-hour drive to the release site at St John's, 
north-east of Orlando, a team of eight - comprising 
experts from SeaWorld and the state authority, which is 
responsible for its manatees — prepare to lift the 
creatures by hand, because the crane can't operate at sea. 
Finally, the manatees are released safely back into the 
sea; a successful return to the wild for two more 
rehabilitated animals. It's a never-ending process though, 
as more and more manatees are injured each year, sadly 
ensuring that they remain an endangered species. 


You can spend time with the manatees as part of the 


Marine Mammal Keeper Experience, which runs daily 
at SeaWorld Orlando. The experience costs $389 and 
includes lunch, a T-shirt, book, souvenir photograph 
and a seven-day pass to SeaWorld. For more
